—changed a bill on pricing of 
alcoholic beverages to include 
regulations for beer prices. The 
unamended bill dealt only with 
drinks other than beer. 
—amended the bill on pari- 
muteual horse race gambling to 
forbid such gambling at county 
fairs and the Indiana State 
Fair. 
—reinstated felony penalties 
for prostitution an- restored 
solicitation as a crime while 
changing another bill to make 
anyone who offered to pay a 
prostitute guilty of being an 
accessory to the crime. 
—passed, 83-8, a bill that 
would remove the proposed Big 
Pine Reservoir project from the 
list of proposed reservoirs the 
state will help fund. 
—passed, 60-37, a bill requiring 
that at least half the restroom 
facilities in any public estab­ 
lishment be free so that no 
more than half are pay toilets. 
Author Holds “ No fault” Bill. 
The House failed to consider 
at all a bill that would list the 
coverage granted under no-fault 
auto insurance and let motor­ 
ists decide individually whether 
to buy it. 
Lack of action on the no-fault 
insurance bill stemmed from 
the author”s request to Speaker 
Phillip Bainbridge, indicating 


that at least the House version 
of the bill may be dead for this 
legislative term. 
Wednesday the original form 
of the bill making “no fault” 
car insurance the only type 
available 
in 
Indiana 
was 
changed against the author’s 
opposition to the option form. 
Under the bill as it stands, all 
car insurance companies ope­ 
rating in the state would have 
to offer both “no fault” and 
conventional 
car 
insurance, 
giving motorists a choice as to 
which type they preferred. 
A “no fault” bill similiar to 
the House one remained alive 
in the Senate. 
Would Remove Tax-on-Tax. 
The m otor fuel bill pased 
would make the pump price of 
gasoline or diesel fuel the price 
paid by the customer. Now the 
attendant figures part of the 
total bill—the amount for state 
sales tax—after knowing the 
cost of the fuel, which includes 
several cents per gallon in 
taxes. 
Tax experts estimated the bill 
would tax about IO per cent 
more gallons of fuel than now 
taxed, because fuel now under 
a retail tax and ti large part of 
the diesel fuel sold would be 
taxed for the first time. Much 
of the fuel sold now is untaxed 
under 
a 
public 
transport 
exemption. 


Three Motorists Caught 


In City Police Radar 


The theory is the motorist 
would use no more gallons than 
now, so he would be protected 
from increases based merely on 
rising prices—which mean he 
pays more sales tax under the 
present system. 
Technically, the bill repeals 
the 4 per cent sales tax on the 
fuel and the 4 per cent sales 
tax on the federal and state 
gallonage tax. The tax-on-tax 
revenues would be partially 
replaced by a two-cent a gallon 
excise tax. The total revenue 
loss to the state, if certain 
assumptions hold true, would 
be $7.7 million for the coming 
biennium. 
GOP Wants Local Tax. 
Of the two cents collected, 
one cent would go 
to 
the 
Property Tax Relief Fund, and 
one cent to the Motor Vehicle 
Highway Fund, except that for 
the first year and a half the 


state general fund, instead of 
the MVH fund, would get that 
penny. 
The other 
tax bill would 
repeal the local option income 
tax effective Jan. I. 
Property tax rates or levies 
in all counties would remain 
frozen at the 1973 level. School 
tax control provisions would be 
kept. Taxing units other than 
schools—such as counties, ci­ 
ties, or special purpose taxing 
authorities could lift the freeze 
for any one-year period, by a 
two-thirds vote of the governing 
body of the taxing unit, such as 
the 
county 
council. 
It 
the 
council wanted to suspend the 
freeze for a second year, it 
would again take a two-thirds 
vote. 
Proponents 
said 
the 
bill 
guaranteed the 20 per cent 
property tax replacement would 
be kept.

(Q) I was Involved in an 
accident in which my medical 
bills total over $2,000. I wish to 
collect from my own company 
under my medical payments 
coverage. My problem is that 
my bills are expected to reach 
$5,000. My policy lim it on 
medical payments is $2,000. 
However, 
the company 
has 
supplied me with a form called 
“Subrogation 
Receipt-Medical 
Expense.” I feel that I may 
have a permanent impairment 
as a result of this accident. Also, 
the other party's insurance only 
carries a $15,000 limit. Can the 
company collect my medical 
payments back if I settle for the 
$15,000? My claim is worth 
$50,000. 


(A) The form for medical 


subrogation outs the company 
in your shoes in so far as the 
amount paid out. Your question 
is very technical. Should the 
company receive all of its $2,000 
back when your claim is worth 
many times more than the 
policy limit? 
Attorneys 
will 
have to review the law. At first 
blush, however, it appears that 
the company is reimbursed IOO 
per cent while you hold the bag, 
even though the settlement is 
inadequate. I feel that your 
attorney can work out an 
arrangement with your com­ 
pany. I can’t help feeling that a 
claims manager will put his 
com pany’s claim in proper 
perspective in 
view of 
the 
overall loss. Consult with your 
attorney first, as to all your 
alternatives.

Medical License Bill 


Breezes Through Senate 


INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) — A 
rill recommended by its au- 
hors as a means of obtaining 
more 
doctors 
for 
Indiana 
passed 
the 
Indiana 
Senate 
Tuesday and went to the House. 
The measure would remove a 
requirement that doctors who 
have graduated or have re ­ 
ceived substantially all of their 
training in medical 
schools 
outside the United States must 
have successfully 
completed 
two years of post graduate 
training in a hospital in the 
United States before they can 
get an Indiana license. 
The bill provides 
that 
a 
doctor with a valid medical 
license from a country whose 
medical 
statistics 
equal 
or 
exceed those of this nation and 
who has two years of residency 
or 
private 
practice 
or 
a 
specialty certificate shall be 
granted a two-year certificate 
to practice medicine in Indiana 
under an approved preceptor. 
At the end of the two years 
the person may 
receive 
a 
permanent license to practice 


medicine in Indiana, according 
to Sen. 
Robert Sheaffer R- 
ShelbyVille, one of the authors. 
The bill passed the Senate by 
an easy 44-5 vote in contrast to 
earlier bitter legislative battles 
waged by the late Philip Willkie 
of Rushville 
when 
he was 
fighting to get more doctors for 
southern Indiana. 


The Senate also passed, 42-5 a 
bill containing some fundamen­ 
tal changes in present legisla­ 
tion on juvenile curfews and 
delinquency. The measure re­ 
writes the curfew law which 
now bars children under the 
age of 18 from being out in 
public except on lawful busi­ 
ness or occupation between ll 
p. rn. and 5 a. rn. This bill 
would, divide the application of 
the curfew into two age groups.

Paul Sees Bright Hope 
For Future Of Christians 


By ELISHA DOUGLASS 
In the lesson today Paul 
describes 
the 
trem endous 
changes which come over the 
individual after he has accepted 
Christ. The Christian is indeed 
reborn and lives a life different 
in every respect from those of 
other mortals. 
The passages we study come 
from the Epistle to the Romans, 
which has been described as the 
most important single treat­ 
ment of Christian theology in 
existence. 
As one scholar 
writes, “For us men of Western 
Christendom there is probably 
no other single writing so deeply 
embedded in our heritage of 
thought.” The Epistle is not* like 
Galatians and Colossians, 
response to 
doctrinal 
and 
ethical problem s arising in 
churches Paul had helped to 
establish. Instead it is a quint 
essential statement of Paul’s 
own faith directed to church 


The Sunday School Lesson for 
February 23 is entitled, “Living 
in Hope.” Romans 5 1-5; 8:18- 
25. 


members who may perhaps 
have regarded him with some 
suspicion. 
A S tatem en t Of Faith 
in all likelihood the church at 
Rome had been founded by 
C hristianized Jew s. 
Paul s 
purpose in writing the Epistle 
was to gain acceptance into the 
Roman Christian community 
and perhaps get support for a 
projected missionary journey to 
Spain. To achieve these ob­ 
jectives he had to make his own 
doctrinal position absolutely 
clear; hence the leading theme 
of the Epistle is the statement 
of faith. 
In the Scripture passages 
Paul speaks of the “peace we 
have through God with our Lord 
Jesus Christ.” By "peace” Paul 
here means something more 
than the m ere absence of 
conflict or peace of mind. He is 
thinking of an entirely new 
relation to the environment. 
Through faith Christians see 
ultimate reality. Released from 
the shadowy material world 
around 
them 
by 
C hrist’s 
sacrifice, Christians enter into 
the relationship with God which, 
in his love, he has always in­ 
tended for them. 


Reactions To Troubles 
But even though Christians 
enjoy this new relationship, they 
are not released from the trials 
and tribulations of humanity. 
These may crowd in even more 
grievously than before, but 
instead of overpowering 
in 
dividuals 
they 
bring 
new 
strength. “We triumph even in 
our troubles, knowing that 
trouble produces endurance, 
endurance produces character, 
and 
ch aracter 
produces 
hope. . .” In other words, the 
first reaction of the Christian to 
trouble is simply to stick it out, 
to “hang in there.” This attitude 
of endurance is fine so far as it 
goes, but Christian faith forges 
something evfeir, more positive 
out of it—character. Character 
might be defined heft? as a 
refurbishing of the personality, 
a realignment of values so that 
the Christian becomes aware ol 
himself as a different person 
then he was before. 
The final stage of the change 
is the achievement of hope, “a 
hope which never disappoints us 
since God's love floods our 
hearts through the Holy Spirit 
which has been given us.” 
Ordinary human hopes can be, 
and often are, destroyed by 
circumstances. But no matter 
how devastating our physical 
setbacks 
m ay 
become, 
Christian hope can never be 
destroyed 
because 
it 
is 
sustained by the Holy Spirit. 
Hope Unseen 
Paul then distinguishes purely 
objectively between an object of 
hope that is seen and an object 
that is unseen. In the former 
case he points out that people 
can sometimes be so sure that 
they will get what they hope for 
that their attitude becomes one 
of expectation. But in the latter 
case, where an object is not 
seen, expectations can be no 
m ore 
than 
hope. 
Since, 
therefore, 
people 
cannot 
physically see the new world to 
come, a normal response would 
be hope rather than expectation 
based on physical fact. Yet for 
Christians the presence jAf the 
Holy Spirit makes it just as 
certain that this hope will come 
true as any expectation based 
on the physical availability of 
the means to achieve it. 
This kind of hope should be the 
great overriding reality of life 


for all Christians. In a world in 
which all expectations of things 
seen. in the form of forecasts of 
the future, are increasingly 
grim, the Christian hope of 
which Paul spoke becomes a 
precious possession.

London’s Univerity College said

“He was the great general of 
Tutankhamun and presumably 
of his successor, King A y,” 
Martin said. Horemheb ruled as 
pharaoh during the 18th dynas­ 
ty and died around 1320 B.C. 
He was credited with rebuild­ 
ing

administrative system and res­ 
toring Egypt’s ancient religion 
after a sun-worship cult gained 
great official favor 
Digging at his tomb started

Dr. Hartman Speaks 


At Symposium On 


“Christian Cooperation” 


Rushville Symposium met in 
its regular session at the Durbin 
Hotel Wednesday noon with 
approximately 50 members and 
friends present. It was an­ 
nounced by the president that 
the next meeting will be at the 
regular time, the fourth Wed­ 
nesday in the month, March 26. 
The invocation was given by 
Rev. Summer Walters from St. 
Paul United Methodist Church. 
Miss E llendore Lam pton, 
president, opened the meeting 
with a thought for the day en­ 
titled “Take Life As You Find 
It.” 
Miss G race Bania, vice­ 
president, 
introduced 
the 
speaker, Dr. Grover Hartman, 
executive secretary of the 
Indiana Council of Churches 
His 
topic 
was 
“ C hristian 
Cooperation: It’s Relevance to 
the Community.” Dr. Hartman 
has had experience in the a t­ 
tempt for Christian Unity for 
over 30years. As Dr. Hartman’s 
talk progressed it began to 
answer a question posed by a 
business man in the early days 
of a political campaign in 1960 
when the man asked “Why is it 
that the Churches fall so far 
short of the contribution that I 
think they should make to the 
Unity of the World?” Later in 
that year a movement known as 
Consultation on Church Union 
(CoCu) was formed. 
Dr. Hartman traced the steps 
relative to the attempt of many 
church denominations to form a 
Chruch Union. He spelled out 
the need for a community to 
live together, work together, 
plan together, and be thoughtful 
of each other. If churches are 
going to contribute their share 
of this responsibility to all 


people, then they must learn to 
work together among them­ 
selves. 
As an example of the coming 
together of churches Dr. Hart­ 
man explained that the Indiana 
Council of Churches grew out of 
a heritage that dates back to 
1864. There was founded at that 
time the Indiana Sunday School 
Association. At one time the 
Sunday School Association was 
organized in 91 out of the 92 
counties of the state. 
Some churches have come 
together because of need, some 
to sponsor religious education, 
some for chaplaincy service, 
some for counseling service. 
Whatever the reason, the vision 
for Christian cooperation is that 
we shall be responsive to the 
needs of the community and 
apply the united strength of the 
churches to m eet those com­ 
munity needs. 
At the same time that we have 
seen the cooperation on the state 
level 
there 
had 
been 
a 
movement on the national level 
and on the world level. The 
movement of Christian light and 
work grew out of a concern for 
sim ilarity of doctrine and 
eventually became the World 
Council of Churches with its 
headquarters 
in 
Geneva, 
Switzerland. It is composed of 
200 denominations from over IOO 
nations. There was a movement 
before World War II, but not 
until 
1948 did 
the 
actual 
organization become a reality. 
The sixth Assembly of the World 
Council will take place in Africa 
during this year. 


Churches 
have 
to 
work 
together to alleviate troubles all 
over 
the 
w orld-hunger, 
disease, strife etc, the speaker 
s a i d . 
T h i r t y - t h r e e 
denominations work together in 
the 
National 
Council 
of 
Churches in some 70 programs, 
such 
as 
the 
chaplaincy 
programs in the federal in­ 


stitutions, or the 
sum m er 
program s in the 
different 
National Parks, or aid for the 
migrants in the nation. 
Whether it be around the 
w orld 
where 
catastrophic 
human needs are felt, or in this 
nation where one sees needs 
that demand the very best of 
whatever a church can give or 
whether in the state or the 
community, there is that call to 
the unity of the Christian forces, 
to bring about the problem 
solving necessary to do what it 
should for the people for whom 
it is responsible, Dr. Hartman 
concluded.

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A WEEKLY HOOSIER HISTORICAL COLUMN

One day during “the roaring 
twenties’’ a crowd of one 
thousand people marched to the 
railroad station 
at 
North 
Manchester, Indiana. They 
were angry and hostile. Their 
mission? They had come to 
hang 
Pope 
Benedict 
XV, 
believing him to be on the 
Chicago bound train. They were 
prepared to either execute him 
or deport him back to the 
Vatican. The day before a group 
of hooded men in white sheeted 
costumes had harangued the 
North Manchester citizens with 
inflamatory speeches about the 
coming of the Pope. “He may be 
on 
the 
northbound 
train 
tomorrow! He may! He may! 
Be warned: Prepare: America 
is for Americans! 
Search 
everywhere for hidden enemies, 
vipers at the heart’s blood of our 
sacred republic! 
Watch the 
trains!” When the train puffed 
into North Manchester only one 
passenger got off. He was a 


corset salesman. But the crowd 
was so worked up that they 
interrogated the poor fellow for 
a half hour before they were 
almost convinced he wasn’t the 
Pope. But not being sure, they 
waited for the next northward 
train and put him on it, ejecting 
him for their town. 
Scenes like this were common 
all over Indiana in the 1920’s. 
The dread spector of the Ku 
Klux Klan was being revived 
throughout the state spreading 
its poison of bigotry and 
violence. 
In many Hoosier communities 
Roman Catholics, Jews and 
negroes were unwanted, un­ 
welcome citizens. One town had 
a sign, “Nigger, don’t let the sun 
fall on you here tonight.” In 
Kosciusko County the town of 
Mentone boasted 
“ With 
a 
population of eleven hundred, 
Mentone has not a Catholic, 
foreigner, negor of Jew living in 
the city.” 


The rebirth of the Klan was 
directly responsible for these 
things in Hoosierdom. For a 
number of years the Klan was 
moving northward out of the 
south. The first Indiana Klavern 
was established at Evansville. 
It hadn’t amounted to much 
until the arrival of David Clark 
Stephenson to be its leader. 


Stephenson who was born in 
1891 in Texas was a drifter, a 
super salesman and organizer. 
He had come to Evansville to 
sell coal and wound up selling 
the Klan to Hoosiers on a mass 
scale. By 1922 “Steve” had five 
thousand Klansm en in his 
Evansville Klavern. Under his 
direction the Klan quickly 
branched out all over the state. 
Like an Octopus its poisonous 
tentacles embraced the state’s 
major population centers. 


At Kokomo the Klan held a 
huge parade one day. They had 
a gigantic American flag which 
spread from curb to 
curb as 
they marched, thousand strong 
down Main Street. The an- _ 
nounced purpose of the rally 
was to drum up support for a 
new hospital to oppose the 
Roman Catholic institution of 
healing “ so that suffering ~ 


Americans need not be turned 
over to Catholic nuns.” 
In the same city in July, 1923 
one hundred thousand Klan­ 
smen from all over Indiana 
watched 
while 
Stephenson 
deplaned in a field, deliberately 
late, to announce to a cheering 
crowd, “It grieves me to be late. 
The President of The United 
States (Coolidge) kept me 
unduly long counseling on vital 
matters of state.” 


However, at Valpariso the 
Lord, the Lutherans and Grand 
Imperial Wizzard Hiram Evans 
stopped 
Stephenson 
from 
buying Valpariso University. - 
This didn’t upset Stephenson too 
much though. 
For now his 
Klansmen were so strong that 
they were electing friendly 
politicians, defeating the un­ 
friendly ones and gaining vast 
power over Indiana citizens. 


As 
the 
roaring twenties 
screamed on the Klan under 
Stephenson elected hand picked 
politicians to all levels of 
government in Hoosierdom. The 
Klansmen also turned them­ 
selves into law officers by virtue 
of an old vigilante statute still on 
the books. Under this queer law, 
twenty thousand Klansmen 


were legal deputies, carrying 
firearm s and able to detain 
“suspects” without benefit of 
warrents. Empowered legally 
they 
raided 
tav ern s 
and 
businesses, controlled highways 
in Klan areas and on election 
day they rode through the negro 
d istric ts brandishing 
their 
weapons daring the blacks to 
vote. In some areas they even 
controlled Sunday 
Schools. 
Children were sent home with 
their Bible stories and Klan 
cards informing their parents 
about the candidates the Klan 
supported or opposed. 
D. C. Stephenson directed all 
these activities from his new 
office in the Kresge Building on 
In d ia n a p o lis ’ 
W ashington 
Street. All office seekers came 
to his office to obtain approval 
before being appointed or 
elected to office. “Steve” lived 
in lavish style. He had a yacht 
on Lake Michigan, his private 
railroad car took him all over 
the state and he had access to all 
the liquor and wom en he 
desired. 
Power was getting the best of 
the Indiana Grand Dragon and 
he eventually crossed swords 
with Grand Imperial Wizzard 
Evans who bested him. Evans 


had Stephenson kicked out of 
the Evansville Klavern by 
presenting 
proof 
of 
the 
Hoosier’s drinking and amorous 
affairs. Stephenson resigned as 
Indiana Grand Dragon but he 
still held power. In fact he was 
looking forward to replacing 
Samuel Ralston as United 
States Senator from Indiana. 
But before the 1928 elections 
could roll around Stephenson 
was serving a life sentence al 
Michigan City. He had helped 
save 
the 
job 
of 
Madge 
Oberholtzer. The former Grand 
Dragon invited her to his home 
one night. He had been drinking 
and forced the girl to drink with 
him. Whe she passed out he 
loaded her on his private 
railroad car. As soon as the car 
Trojan to move he proceeded to 
rape and physically abuse the 
young woman. By the time the 
train reached Hammond the 
terrified young woman had 
gotten hold of some poison. 
When faced with a dying 
woman, Stephenson became 
frightened. He offered her 
medical help in return for her 
promising to marry him. She 
refused . Three weeks later 
Madge Oberholtzer died and her 
father promptly charged D. C. _ 


Stephenson with her murder. 
The former Grand Dragon of 
Hoosierdom was convicted and 
sentenced to life impresonment 
at the state penitentary. He still 
believed his followers would not 
sentenced to fife Imprisonment 
hand picked governor, Eel- 
Jackson would parole him and 
appoint him to the deceased 
Senator Ralston’s seat in the 
Senate. 
Nobody 
came 
to 
Stephenson’s aid and he grew 
bitter. He opened his files to the 
police and revealed all the 
Klan’s corruption in Indiana. As 
a result of his disclosures scores 
of Indiana public officials and 
Klansmen went to jail. The 
power of the Indian Klan was 
over. 
Stephenson was paroled in 
1950 but broke parole and 
disappeared. He was 
found 
working as a linotypist at 
Minneapolis and sent back to 
prison. He was finally released 
in 1956 and promptly faded into 
obscurity.
